The com m ittee did no original 
research. It based its conclus­ 
ions alm ost entirely on more 
than 
10,000 studies previously 
conducted by others. 


These studies indicated over­ 
whelmingly that smokers, 
es­ 
pecially cigarette smokers, on 
the basis of statistics w ere m ore 
inclined to contract lung can­ 
cer, em physem a and even cor­ 
onary heart discase. 


The 
studies 
also 
connected 
smoking, to one degree or an­ 
other, with cancer of the blad­ 
der, gastric and duodenal ul­ 
cers, bronchitis, pneumonia, in­ 
fluenza, pulm onary tuberculosis 
and other respiratory and cir­ 
culatory ailments. 


Not Enough Evidence 


It was known that the com ­ 
mittee originally had connected 
smoking with tobacco amblyop­ 
ia. a rare form of blindness, but 
deleted

Road Trouble

One way or another. Middle­ 
town Township is going to get 
its roads fixed 
Township 
Highway 
Superin­ 
tendent Harry Bisco told the 
board of 
supervisors 
at 
its 
meeting last night that a plumb­ 
ing contractor, who has a state- 
issued permit to tear up roads 
to install sewer lines, doesn’t 
fulfill his agreement to repair 
the road afterwards. 
The contractor is required to 
put two inches of black-topping 
on any torn-up strip, but in­ 
stead. according to Bisco, he 
merely puts sheet-iron over the 
spot in bad weather. 


No Ordinance 


Because the township has no 
“ road 
encroachment” 
ordi­ 
nance — yet — it cannot force 
the contractor to do the job 
right, since the permit is issued 
by the state, it was noted. 
But the supervisors will get 
the roads fixed 
‘‘before 
any 
more snow comes.” They voted 
to have them fixed at the town­ 
ship’s expense — then they’ll 
bill 
the contractor. 


Have An Idea 


“ lf he doesn’t pay the bill.” 
declared Supervisor James L.
